The 
entire indebtedness is $465,93*2. The installment 
debts due the road amount to $*270,000. With 
$200,000 in cash it is confidently believed that all 
difficulties may be arranged and the road restored 
to its lawful owners. The completion of five miles 
more entitles the company to 256,000 acres of 
land from the State of Texas, which is worth 
from $3 to $10 per acre. 

The Secretary, on account of feeble health, 
asked the appointment of an Assistant Secretary, 
which was done, and Col. Whitelv selected 
for the place. Mr. Shannon further proposed, if 
in order, that the names of the stockholders pre- 
sent, with the shares they represented, be re- 
corded. The motion prevailed, and the record 
was made. When completed it showed that up- 
wards of 300,000 shares and a majority of the 
whole amount of stock was represented.

Judge Williams said he thought' the re- 
port of Dr. Foulkes elucidated the thing per- 
fectly. Dr. F. was now present and could explaiu 

anything desired by those present. In reply to a 
question as to whether other liabilities might not 
arise, he responded that the resolution provided 
that the contribution be returned if there were 

not sufficient to release the road from its difficulty. 

Dr. Foulkes then read from the exhibit a list 
of the debts of the concern, amounting in the 
aggregate to $465,932. He showed that the as- 
sets comprised the installments due, amounting 
to $270,000; bonds aud mortgages on 76,000 acres 
of land, $360,000; land in Mississippi, $15,000; 350 
acres of land in Texas, including depot grounds. 
Ac., valaed at $40,000; 25 miles of road, $625,000; 
and 25C.OOO acres of laud worth $3 to $10 per 
acre. This last item was the property of the 
company on the completion of the 5 mile 3 to Mar- 
shall. In all, as submitted in bis report, its as- 
sets might safely be estimated at $2,098,000. The 
amount he had named was substantially what was 
the debt of the road. Certainly $10,000 or $20,000 
more would cover it. The history of the company 
indicated small service and rigid collections. If 
debts existed, they would have been known be- 
fore this time. In reply to some gentlemen who 
liked] facts, not fancies, and who inquired why 
facts from the books were not given, Dr. F. re- 
sponded with some feeling, that the present di- 
rectory was not responsible for the waste aud ex- 
travagance of that which preceded it. He and 
his associates had been in power but 60 days, 
and he did not wish to be held up as guilty for 
what others had done. He had no rascality of 
his own to cover up, and wasn’t disposed to cover 
up that of any body else. 

Dr. F. resumed his remarks, and said, perhaps 
judgment was taken yesterday in the Marshall 
county Court for debt against the company 
amounting to one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. No sale of the property of the road 
could be made before November. Those now 
in possession don’t value the title acquired by the 
purchase under the deed of trust worth as much 
as his spectacles; but through these judgments 
they seek to and can get a title. The property of 
the road is tied up beyond use until redeemed. 
The old company held their right by charter— the 
new by a purchase that could not be sustained. 
That purchase was made with a view of disorgan- | 
izing the old company, and they now seek to use 
these judgments so as to get possession of the 
road. If this be done, there is no redress. They- 
offered me the same amount of stock in their com 
pany that I hold in this. 1 declined it. [Applause.] 
In April, myself and associates tendered the Presi - 
deucy of this road to the honorable Chairman 
(Mr. Guthrie.) It would have been to our inter- 
ests to have secured him, but he declined. Ap- 
plause] The installments' will, of course, be ap 
plied to the payment of debts— and if those who 
owe will come up, no other money may be needed. 
With $50,000 these difficulties withthenew compa- 
ny may be adjusted, and with $200,000 the stock- 
holders will have the road in their possession in 
thirty days. Dr. Foulkes concluded by saying 
that more competent persons could be found, and 
he was willing then to surrender his position. 

Mr. Guthrie rose aud said he was constrained, 
in justice to Dr. Foulkes, to say that gentleman 
and others, some time previous, had urged 
him to accept the Presidency of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad. He was in favor 
of the road, but he did not think himself of suiii. 
cient experience to undertake such an enterprise. 
Besides, he had returned to Louisville, and con- 
nected himself with the Louisville and Nashville 
and Memphis Railroads. He owed it to this city, 
which had been and was bis home, to exert his 
best efforts in connecting it with the South by a 
chain of railroads. The Southern Pacific Railroad 
was in the hands. If the stockholders will come 
up, the present President and Directors will save 
the road. Dr. Foulkes, he said, has more eater- 
prise than I, and more thau I ever could have. —
